PITTSBURGH (U P I)-A search 
for three teen-aged boys feared

A giant waste disposal plant 
that would convert all but seven 
per cent of the trash and gar­ 
bage brought to it into salable 
salvage was explained last night 
at a meeting of the Lower Bucks 
County Municipal Authority. 


Attending were municipality of­ 
ficials, 
landfill operators, trash 
collectors, and taxpayers. 


The authority proposes building 
and operating the plant at a site 
adjacent to its present treatm ent 
facilities, on Route 13 near Haines 
Road, Bristol Township. 


According to the plan discussed 
last night, the plant could handle 
IOO tons of waste a day and could 
later be expanded to handle 200 
or even 300 tons a day. 


According to announced esti­ 
mates, the 100-ton capacity would 
be enough to handle the waste 
products of about 70,000 people, 
the 
approximate 
population 
of 
Levittown. 


$650,000-$950,000 Cost 


The authority asked municipal 
representatives who attended to 
consider helping to finance the 
plant, which would cost a report­ 
ed $650,000 to $950,000 to build 


Invited to the meeting were of­ 
ficials from Bristol, Falls, and 
Middletown Townships and Tully­ 
town and Morrisville Boroughs. 


One of the things yet to be de­ 
cided is exactly what areas would 
send their garbage to the plant if 
the go-ahead is given for con­ 
struction. 


Apparently the main area under 
consideration is Levittown, made 
up of Bristol, Falls and Middle­ 
town Townships and Tullytown. 


The division of possible bene­ 
fits to the municipalities and their 
citizens was something else left 
for future discussions. 


The m ajor product of the plant 
would be compost fertilizer. From

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Sen. 
Barry Coldwater, R-Ariz., said 
today that President Kennedy ap­ 
pears 
“determined 
to 
co-exist 
w i t h international communism 
wherever it thrives—even in the 
Western Hemisphere.” . 
The 1964 COP presidential pos­ 
sibility coupled his 
attack on 
Kennedy with a charge that the 
nation’s liberals suffer a “craven 
fear” of the future and have 
taken the country “too far to the 
left.” 
Coldwater said that U.S. Com­ 
munist party leader Gus Hall was 
urging defeat of GOP candidates 
next year and support of “peo­ 
ple’s political movements” that 
Hall said operated within the or­ 
bit of the Democratic party. 
However, Coldwater added that 
he was not suggesting that Dem­ 
ocrats or New Frontiersmen were 
Communists or that the Commu­ 
nists had captured control of the 
Democratic party. 
In a speech prepared for de­ 
livery before the Human Events 
Conference, Coldwater said to­ 
day’s conservative was “standing 
where history once placed the 
true liberal.” He said the con­ 
servative stands for freedom, in­ 
dividual rights, justice, order and 
honor. 
“I believe today’s liberal is so 
frightened of the future that he 
is incapable of acting in the pres­ 
ent,” Coldwater said. "Why else 
are we confronted today with a 
virtual paralysis of policy?

Why else does Cuba remain a 
festering, Soviet power base on 
our very doorstep?

.SINGAPORE, (UPI) - Rioting 
prison 
colony 
inmates 
today 
broke into the office of their 
British warden, gouged out his 
eyes, doused him with kerosene 
and burned him to death. 
Nine prison employes and one 
prisoner were injured and 30 Dri 
soners escaped by boat before po­ 
lice could rush reinforcements to 
the Pulau Senang Island Prison 
Settlement, about IO miles south 
of here. 
The rioting lasted 30 minutes. 
One of the injured was a mem­ 
ber of the warden’s staff, who al­ 
so was soaked with fuel and set 
on fire. 
During Lunch 
The inmates began rioting dur­ 
ing lunch, a prison official said. 
They rushed into the kitchen, 
armed themselves with grass cut­ 
ting knives, pickaxes and spades 
and attacked 40 unarmed guards. 
The prisoners broke into store­ 
rooms to get kerosene and set 
the 
administration building on 
fire. 
Warden Daniel Dutton was at 
his desk when the rioters smash­ 
ed the door and seized him. 
Police said a customs vessel 
encountered one of the escaping 
boats and 
captured 
eight 
in­ 
mates. The other 22 were still at 
large. 
Senang Island Prison Colony 
was established in 1960 with min­ 
imum security precautions. Its 
prisoners had not been consider­ 
ed dangerous.
